This effort, therefore, to clarify 
through summary exposition the tenets of this basic part of Catholic theology, showing 
its derivations, should become a useful reference mamual of these times for the non- 
professional theologian, whether within or out of the Faith. Father Higgins' earlier 
‘books, Man as Man, Perfection is for. You, have demonstrated the author's popularization 
skill. In this, his newest book, Father Higgins pursues posed questions to explain 
specific doctrines. As he ranges over the complete area of dogmatic theology -- from 
the right of the Church to teach through belief in the existence of God -- he deals 
with difficult questions candidly. For example, in discussing whether God predestines 
man with or without consideration for his potential merit or demerit, Father Higgins 
states that theology has no certain answer since this is an unfathomable mystery for 
the finite mind. The appeal of the book would have been enhanced considerably had it 
not been labeled "for the layman" only. Unfortunately this might suggest that the 
material is downgraded. This is regrettable since a growing number of intelligent 
men and women resent this demeaning treatment and might be deterred from giving it 
the study it deserves. Despite this handicap, Dogma For. the Layman should win accept~- 
ance as a timely, remarkable and adequate synthesis of the Faith's truths, facts -~-

Kiefer, William J., S.M. Bruce 
LEO XIII $4.50 


Interest. in Pope Leo XIII is high in this fiftieth anniversary year of the 
Pontiff's death. .The publication of Pope John XXIII's history-making encyclical, 
Mater et Magistra, has heightened that interest in that the papal document updates 
the principles enunciated in the Rerum Novarum written by the successor to St. Peter 
who is the subject of this book. It is unfortunate that the effort comes off so poorly. 
At best it rates as a rewritten thesis filled with improbable dialogue, extraneous 
detail, over-used phrases and a "Leo XIII was never wrong" approach. Sentimentality 
reminiscent of early lives of the saints is here to an embarrassing degree. Brother 
Kiefer's admiration for the Pope is evident, but does not result in a happy portrayal | 
of the real man. Instead the result is an uncritical recital of incidents from a 
variety of sources which fail to do justice to a great Pope. The excellence of another 
‘book, Leo XIII and the Modern World edited by Edward T. Gargan and published earlier 
this year, points up the inadequacies of this well meant but disappointing life of the 
first. modern Pope.

In The Rose Tree Sister Mary Michaeline writes a lovingly idealized efaereiey 
of Mother Marie Durocher who in 1844 founded the first teaching order of nuns in Canada ~ 
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the Sisters of the Holy Names of Jesus and Mary. Eulalie Durocher was Genevieve and 
Olivier Durocher's tenth child, and she grew up in a deeply religious. home atmosphere 
where normal quarrels and bickerings just didn't happen, and where every-day speech was 
as stilted and formal as to be completely unbelievable. Eulalie determined to become 

a nun, but encountered very real and formidable opposition from her father and brother. 
Acting upon the advice of Bishop Bourget she and two women companions journeyed to 
Longueil to become teachers and to start a convent in the small village schoolhouse. 
Here in February 1844 they took their first vows, and donned the habits which they'd 
designed and sewed themselves. Within a year they become professed members of Canada's 
first native teaching congregation with Eulalie - Mother Marie Rose - as Superior. 

She worked untiringly until her death five years later for the Order which today edu- 
cates young women in 277 schools in Canada, the United States and South Africa. Friends 
of Mother Marie Rose's Order will be the likely rooters for this over-sweet story.

* Reading St. Teresa of Avila is a richly rewarding experience as John Beevers 
recreates the turbulence of the early sixteenth century world - the framework within 
which St. Teresa of Jesus founded the great order of Contemplatives, the Discalced 
Carmelites. St. Teresa, one of the glories of Spain, of the Carmelites and of the 
Church, emerges as a vivid and complete human being, "the perfect fusion of the active 
and contemplative life", in this absorbing biography whose compelling heroine dominates 
every page. It is through a skillful use of quotations from her own books, letters and 
exhortations that John Beevers brings St. Teresa to life as a woman of infinite charm 
and courage, tireless perseverance and endless energy. "God deliver me from frowning 
saints", she exclaimed to her novices. - “Remember that we middle aged people need to 
treat our bodies well so as not to wreck the spirit", she wrote to her brother. "It 
is only unnecessary affairs which can come between a soul and God," she says, "and it 
is a great mistake to imagine we are doing ourselves harm by pursuing our necessary 
occupations." Her style of writing is clear and concise, and her book The [Interior 
Castle is quite probably the supreme handbook on mystical theology. In his Storm of 
Glory John Beevers contributed an outstanding biography of one of St. Teresa's best 
known followers, St. Therese of Lisieux.

Contrasting 
the two. books serves to point up the over-writing, pious sentimentality and unnecessary 
examples in Go In Peace which tend to keep the reader from feeling that he ever actually 
comes to grips with "the heart of the matter” in deepening his understanding of the 
complexities of the sacrament.

THE EMPEROR AND THE POPE $3.50 


An accomplished popular historian, author of the excellent The Catholic 
Church In The Modern World, here retells the story of the intrigues, the politics, the 
skulduggery which were the background for Napoleon's dealings with Pope Pius VII. 
Story-like description and narration enliven the behind-the-scenes maneuvering which 
characterized this turbulent period in the history of France and the Papacy. Evidence 
of prime research sources abounds. Indeed this is a new view of Pope Pius VII whose 
"tight rope" walking reconciled the Church in Italy to living with the Revolution. 
Pius XII was also thought of as opening the way at the time to a Catholic liberalism. 
Much of the retelling of how Napoleon tried to enlist the influence of the Church in 
achievement of his ambitions reads like a newspaper expose. Pius VII's steadfastness 
and obstinate resistance to the demands of Napoleon in the face of grave reprisals 
against the Church are depicted as a model for all times. Author Hales sees in Pius 
VII's. policies the embodiment of what has become the nature of papal neutrality in a 
troubled world -- that the Pope is the Vicar of a God of Peace who plays no favorites. 
The Emperor. and the Pope is an exceptionally readable evaluation of the papacy in a 
critical period in its history.

* In his The Search for St. Therese Father Rohrbach investigates the charges 
in many recent books, but specifically in Etienne Robo's Jwo Portraits of St. Therese 
of Lisieux and Ida Gorre's The Hidden Face, that throughout the years readers have 
been given a false and misleading picture of the Saint called by Pope Pius X "the 
greatest Saint of modern times". This book is his report of a search for truth, a 
search to reconstruct the life and personality and message of a canonized saint, and 
he succeeds admirably in objectively and honestly putting St. Therese once again into 
proper focus. Father Rohrbach draws heavily for his information on the Processus which 
is the official record of the trial held to determine Therese's eligibility for cano- 
nization and the juridical decision about it. Since the decrees of her canonization 
have been published officially in the Acta Apostolicae Sedis, Father Rohrbach concludes 
that the image presented as a result cannot possibly be false. He feels that the basic 
enigma of St. Therese's case lies in the contrast between the glory of the years since 
her death - the miracles, the amazing accolades of the Popes, the world-wide enthusiasm 
manifest in devotion to her - and the undramatic, routine fabric of her life. She, of 
course, achieved sanctity without going beyond the common order of things in the twenty 
four years alloted to her on earth, and she presents it to the world in the most clear 
and simple manner in her Little Way. The Search for St. Therese is painstakingly 
factual yet absorbing and.penetrating. In writing it Father Rohrbach adds an important 
dimension to the image of St. Therese as the world today should know her.

Several Dominican Nuns - the Servants of Relief for Incurable Cancer - took 
part in writing the poignant and moving A Memoir of Mary Ann. Fortunately they con- 
vinced novelist Flannery O'Connor (The Violent Bear It Away, A Good Man [s Hard To 
Find) to edit it after she refused to write it. On the strength of her own absorption 
in the story she also provides a brilliant introduction. The result is a small book 
about a small girl who lived nine of her twelve years in Our Lady of Perpetual Help 
Free Cancer Home in Atlanta, Georgia, with one eye removed and a tumor growing on her 
face. Mary Ann Long was far from the goody goody, cardboard saint type child often 
idealized in biographies like this. On the contrary she was a normal, mischievous 
little girl who loved puppies, babies, hamburgers and cokes, but who also had a great 
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love for God and accepted heroically the fact that she was going to die. Her impact on 
the Nuns who cared for her, the other patients in the hospital, and on her own family in 
Kentucky was tremendous. After one meeting one was not conscious of her physical defect, 
but recognized only her beautiful and brave spirit. In her introduction Flannery O'Connor. 
points out that "the creative action of a Christian's life is to prepare for his death in 
Christ. It is a continuous action in which this world's goods are utilized to the fullest, 
both positive gifts and what Pere Teilhard de Chardin calls ‘passive diminishments'. Mary 
Ann's diminishment was extreme, but she was equipped by natural intelligence and by a 
suitable education not simply to endure it, but to build upon it. She was an extraordi- 
narily rich little girl." Readers of A Memoir of Mary Ann will also be the richer in 
spirit for having o wasaee to know her in this unpretentious, thought-provoking little 
book.

THE WIDE WORLD, MY PARISH $4.50 


* Writing on the laity's role in the Catholic Church in recent years has brought 

Father Yves Congar considerable attention in the United States. Now in The Wide World, 
My Parish he sets out to equip the laity for their role with ‘these lucid, penetrating, 
frequently debunking and often provocative discussions of the problems attendant to the 
salvation of Christians as well as of "the others". While admitting to an incomplete- 
ness salvation of Christians as well as of "the others”. While admitting to an in- 
completeness for the book to be called "a theology of salvation", Father Congar never- 
theless succeeds in providing lay people with a handbook of essentials in this important 
area of concern to a Christian - his personal salvation. Other catechetical writers 
have frequently ignored explaining the meaning of salvation on the basis that it is too 
elementary. Father Congar goes on the premise that this is an area which needs more 
explaining. This he does masterfully and simply. In typical Congar style, the reader © 
shares the author's wide familiarity with what has been written by others including such 
lights of the past and present as Camus, Kirkegaard, Pascal, St. Paul, Newman, Peguy, 
Dostoevski and Gheon, among many others. Father Congar's explanation of Heaven and its 

meaning for the Christian alone is worth the effort to read this book. Throughout, 
Father Congar is careful to unmask what were flights of the imagination promoted by 
misguided instructors in religion. In the development of his theme, Father Congar hews 
to the line that the Catholic Church is a small institution in a big world which never- 
theless can effect the realization of the kingdom of God through its teaching. The Wide 
World, My Parish deserves wide attention.

Missionary stories have lost much of their appeal mostly because there have 
been several outstanding cases of heroic stature which make the average one bland by 
comparison. In this description of ten years with the primitive Mengen tribes of New 
Guinea Father O'Neill gives an excellent appreciation of the primitive people carrying 
on an existence independent of the outside world. The beliefs, the habits and the 
natural law manifested in the actions, practices and rituals of these tribes referred 
to by themselves as "we, the people", are fully explained. Father O'Neill, a Missionary 
Priest of the Sacred Heart, illustrates how it was not difficult for these people to 
accept Christianity because it basically existed in its primeval form with them. The 
only false note detectable is the literate language into which the conversation of the 
natives is. translated by the author. This is a lively and frequently humorous depiction 
of what life with a primitive people is like, seen from their point of view, by a priest 
who loved and respected the people with whom he worked and lived.

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Ancelet-Hustache, Jeanne Macmillan

In recounting this short history of St. Nicholas, Jeanne Andelet-Hustache 
contends that it is impossible to disregard the myriad legends that have been "part 
and parcel" of the oral tradition of his story since the fourth century when he was 
Bishop of Myra in Asia Minor. She asks her readers to accept the legenda in their 
true meaning - legenda, things we must read - in order to come to a better under- 
standing of this great Saint who certainly did exist and whose name is mentioned in 
the Litany of the Saints. A highly revered figure in the Byzantine Church, St. 
Nicholas is honored in the liturgy with St. Basil and St. John Chrysostom. . But Roman 
Catholics also have named thousands and thousands of Churches in his honor; have made 
him the patron saint of children; and have represented him in art more frequently 
than any other saint. A pleasant weaving of legends, and the few historical facts 
available combine to make Nicholas, the man of God who loved his neighbor and was 
Willing to help him in all circumstances, a very real saint in this book.

Andre-Delastre, Louise Macmillan

Few of the blessed have had so wholehearted and lasting a popularity in 
the Church as St. Agnes, the little Roman girl martyred at the age of twelve over 
sixteen hundred years ago. Yet very little is known about Agnes who died for refusing 
to worship false gods or to give up her voluntary vow of virginity. In this biography 
Louise Andre-Delastre shows that so ancient, so lasting and so official a devotion 
must rest on a basis of facts, and cites the five major sources for them. These are . 
an epitaph by Pope Damasus, carved before 384, a discourse by St. Ambrose in Milan 
about 376, a poem by the Spaniard Prudentius in 405 and the Legendary Greek and Latin 
"Acts or Passions", of uncertain date and even more uncertain authenticity. Examining 
each in turn, the author tells and re-tells the story of Agnes' martyrdom the last 
weeks of the persecution under Diocletian. In a day when another young girl, Maria 
Goretti, a modern martyr for purity, is known as the "Agnes of the twentieth century”, 
this new biography of her forerunner St. Agnes should prove both interesting and ap- 
pealing.

Gryst, Edward, S.J. Macmillan

This effort to encourage would-be philosophers to’ step over the threshold 
of the Scholastic method into its thorough study is commendable for what it sets out 
to do. Unfortunately the simplification device of an everyday situation, which might 
be considered practical in either England or Australia, rings untrue here and minimizes 
the effectiveness of the presentation. Father Gryst, in the acceptable classroom 
manner, gives his explanations in the setting of a continuing conversation with a 
haberdashery clerk. Using the purchase of a hat as his take-off point, Father Gryst 
knowledgeably and clearly presents realistic examples to explain the ways of knowing, 
judgments, the problems of skepticism, idealism, empiricism, the idea of something, 
the problem of change, potency and act, the cause of things, quantity, living things, 
their differences, the will, the soul, God and right and wrong. This truly formidable 
undertaking in brief form using homely, though often less than successful, examples 
should be helpful to anyone interested in knowing more about Scholastic philosophy or 
in reviewing what was once studied. College students certainly will benefit from a 
close reading and re-reading of Father Gryst's adventurous synthesis of basic Scholastic 
principles.

The contributors include Robert W. Gleason on the im- 
morality of segregation; Arthur A. North on the constitutionality issue; John W. Donohue 
on public school education in the South; Robert F. Drinan on the Law and the Negro in the 
North; Joseph H. Fichter on the sociocultural future and Ann Anastasi on Psychological 
research and its findings in the area of education. The book concludes with a summation 
by the champion of interracial justice and charity, John A. leFarge, who appeals to 
Catholics to become more fully involved in working for this objective. Father O'Neill 
has performed a tremendous service to all who seek a fuller understanding of this complex 
social issue of our time. This hopeful roundup of candid and straightforward analyses 
points the way to great progress in Father LaFarge's words "to the building of the City 
of God".

CHRISTIANITY DIVIDED $6.00 
Protestant and Catholic Theological Issues 


How far ahead of its time this volume is here in the United States is suggested 
by a recent statement of one of the foremost Catholic ecumenicists who categorically 
states that “the dialogue” between the faiths in this country is still on the hierarchi- 
cal level, which is to say that translating it into effective action on any lower level 
is remote -- at least from the Catholic point of view. But because Christianity Divided 
is essentially written for the "professionals", its appearance in this year before the 
Vatican council is to convene, may result in accelerating the pace towards achievement 
of this objective. Aware of the hazards involved in such a discussion the editors have 
undertaken to go beyond the generalities, which have been discussed in the proliferation 
of books on the subject happily appearing in the past few years, to more specific ques- 
tions. The frank exchange of views “in an atmosphere of Christian charity", the editors 
are sure "need not lead either to an increase, in hostility or doctrinal compromise on 
either side". Knowing well that there is a wide gamut of subjects to be studied, the 
editors have nevertheless selected five topics which satisfy the "ground rules" for ®@ 
this debate: traditional significance and contemporary relevance. The general areas 
are Scripture and Tradition, the Bible, Hermeneutics, the Church, the Sacraments and Justi- 
fication. To discuss these subjects from both the Protestant and Catholic sides, the 
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editors have selected writings of theologians well known in this country and others 

who will be unfamiliar to American readers, including several who have not been 
translated into English before. Among the well known are Karl Barth, and Gustave 
Weigel. Others prominent in their fields include Schillebeeckz, Geiselmann, Kung, 

Van Ruler and Thurian. Reading through this adventurous book, one cannot help but 
envision the privilege to be enjoyed by sitting in on what might be called a "United 
Faiths" plenary session with these theologian representatives debating these basic 
issues with rebuttals. Only the opening section of this important book provides some 
form of a rebuttal in print.. Those who have "arrived" theologically will note that 

the current catch phrase of the field, "hermeneutics", gets full attention. (Translated 
this means the art of methodology of interpretation as distinguished from "exegesis" 
which applies the principles of the procedure of the other in the actual exposition 

of a text). Generally the editors do a commendable job of introducing each section 
with a prefatory note about the problem and also outlining the standing of the author. 
Commendable in purpose, to advance “the dialogue” - the distinctions and ideas may 
unfertunately be beyond the hierarchical level at this time. But its publication 
should make available to others, laity included, views which need to be heard before 
any progress can be made. The intelligent laity will welcome the opportunity to read . 
what otherwise might be unavailable to them without permission on a subject which is of 
obvious concern to the Holy Seez. Those in a position of influence will help the cause of 
promoting the reading of Christianity: Divided particularly in hierarchical and clerical 
circles. Certainly the book will have an impact on Catholic and non-Catholic cireles 
sympathetic. to the cause of bringing about the unity of faiths. (Jmprimatur. for 
certain authors but not for the Protestant contributors).

* Philip Caraman, &S.J., the renowned English historian, turns to the contem- 
porary writing of well known, as well as just ordinary, people of Elizabethan England 
to. present this fascinating anthology of the thoughts and emotions of Catholics, their 
anxieties and aspirations and their manner of life and suffering in The Other Face, a 
very real picture of religion under Queen Elizabeth the First. During research for his 
other. boéks of the same period, John Gerard, William Weston, and Henry Morse, Father 
Caraman discovered a tremendous amount of material from Elizabethan sources which he 
has now edited and set out according to subject matter. Although not arranged chrono- 
logically, the entries do seem to form a continuous story of the period which is as en- 
grossing as any novel in describing the tension of those times when Catholics, facing 
persecution and martyrdom, still clung tenaciously to their Faith. The Other Face 
exposes the life of Catholics that lay below the surface of political events. . The 
author places great emphasis on their prayers and devotional practices, on the ideals 
they held out to their children and on their constant effort to forgive and to love 
their enemies. Readers will see them at home, at prayer, reading and letter writing, 
eating and entertaining, at school, in prison, in the convents and seminaries abroad, 
on the scaffold and at the assizes. As a result The Other Face is a masterpiece of a 
book, certain to be of real value to historians and students, but also able to provide 
enthralling reading to people of all faiths who know all too little of this "less 
familiar face" of Elizabethan Ingland.

Yet they aren't as happy as ~ e 
they should be, and they seem to have lost the vigor, drive, and the enthusiasm which 

we expect of young Americans. The supposedly "good life" of their parents, the only 

goal held up to them as worth attaining in this Age of Apathy, does not look very re- 

warding, very appealing or very challenging. It looks more like the rat race which 

it is and hardly worth fighting for. Father Greeley delves deeply into the reasons 

why teenagers drink, cheat and go steady. Then he considers the ways in which every- 

one who has authority and responsibility for youth might best work "to educate the 

young to a Christian consciousness", for only in true Christianity can a young person 

find his identity in service to others. Strangers In the House is hardly a comforting 

book, pointing up as it does the harsh truths of the time which many parents prefer to 

ignore. But parents willing to be shaken from their complacency will welcome this 

important book which deserves to be reviewed at every high school PTA meeting this year. 
Certainly Strangers In the House deserves the close attention of teachers, counselors 

and priests as well as parents.

The outpouring of books on Biblical themes in recent months, while emphasizing 
the healthy interest in study of the Word of God, gives pause to the values to be ob- 
tained from "so much" after "so little". God's Living Word, for example, pursues a 
special point -- that the Bible is the living Word of the living God. While the thesis 
is certainly valid, whether repitition of much that has been said before to support 
this position can be justified to make a book is certainly questionable. Though much 
of what Father Jones says is original, much has been said elsewhere. Those interested 
in biblical exegesis will not find much that they did not know before, and yet they 
are probably the only ones who will bother to read the book. The one point Father 
Jones makes which deserves wider appreciation is that the Bible is intended as a tool 
of God for salvation of men of all times and should be interpreted in that framework.

This book is highly to be recommended to the serious student of human 
affairs who knows how to handle such satire and polemic as Professor Peter Ludwig 
Berger (teacher of Sociology at the Hartford Seminary Foundation) uses in this book 
to serve his serious thinking. It is a devastating criticism of the fictitiousness 
and precociousness of society, which he sees as a stage on which everything contrives 
to prevent the individual from being himself, able and willing to accept the due re- 
ward of his deeds. Indeed the Church aids and abets this masque of role-playing as 
it shares in the social drama. Dr. Berger would remind us that the Christian faith 
is a challenge, not a comfort; indeed the Bible reveals God's dealings with men as 
antireligious, cutting him off from his ancient religious roots in the recurring 
cycles of nature and its "divine" forces. True confrontation with the living God of 
the Christian faith strips men of their alibis and disguises. The most terrifying 
aspect of man's encounter with God is not His condemnation of sin but the profound 
challenge to man's most cherished identifications. Such unmasking, through Christ, 
is the affirmation of man as a human being, made and loved by God. As men confront 
God's address, they perceive themselves in a new and more truthful way. As a socio- 
logical critique of human society this book deserves serious attention; as an inter- 
pretation of Christian faith it is challenging, penetrating, provocative, and danger- 
ously (to jold idols) near the truth.

Revelation, to most people, is but an idea shrouded in hazy ambiguity. This 
need not be true if one will read the exposition of God's purpose for the world and man 
as given by Mack B. Stokes in The Epic of Revelation. Mr. Stokes holds that God has re- 
vealed himself to man through nature and personality and that the Bible is the inspired 
written record of that revelation. He carries God's impact on man from birth through the 
business of living on into the eschatalogical phases wherein the soul is united to its 
Creator through eternity. Admitting the premise that the Bible is divinely inspired, the 
author makes out a clear, incontrovertible case soundly founded upon the principles of 
logic. He shows that creation is a finite order in which man is given a life span in order 
that he may fulfill himself. Therefore, one's beliefs concerning creation condition one's 
life. Creation as expounded by Platonism, Gnosticism, pantheism, naturalism and various 
other philosophies is compared with the Christian concept and he concludes, "Either the 
redemption of man is part of God's plan or Christianity is a rope of sand". Each chapter 
is divided into three sections: the statement of the case as found in the Bible; the 
theological ramifications; the application of the Bible's teaching to everyday life. 
While the text is quite understandable to any serious, intelligent reader, a bit of founda- 
tion in the Bible and elementary theology is helpful.

that though the Psalms are ancient poetry, using imagery and thought forms different from 6) 
ours, they are addressed to man's needs and reflect his haunting and agonizing questions as = 
truly today as when they were first uttered. Dr. Taylor says of Psalm 51, for example, "At 
every point the psalmist speaks to us of the 20th century, and of our plight with relevance 
never exceeded in more than 2000 years. In his description of sin and its power, the 
tyranny of a misused past, the psalmist anticipates modern psychology." Anyone, lay or 
clergy, will be grateful for having this admirable book called to their attention, and much 
better preaching thereafter may be expected from the clergy.

Emerson, James G., Jr. Westminster 
DIVORCE, THE CHURCH AND REMARRIAGE $3.95 


No Church believes in divorce and every Church must reckon with the fact that 
divorce exists. Out of this dilemma, James Emerson has written a survey book which en- 
deavors to get at the heart of the problem. The author is interested in mich more than 
the confusion of law which presently exists in the various Churches, or the curious modes 
of administration .of current canons. Rather, he deals with such problems as the possibi- 
lity of remarriage within a Christian context, the Christian concept of time, and the 
relation of realized forgiveness to the operation of canonical procedures. Mr. Emerson 
writes from a Presbyterian background, but he has carefully explored the Roman, Anglican 
and Lutheran traditions as well. Since he has written a very readable book, we may hope 
that more than preachers buy it. Indeed, this should be almost required reading for any 
layman in a Protestant Church who may go to a Convention, Assembly, Meeting or other commu- 
nication where there will be discussion and legislation dealing with the marriage of 
persons whose first attempt at matrimony was a dismal failure. We may note, parenthetically, 6 
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that not all Mr. Emerson's assumptions and conclusions are undebatable, but we can 
also point out the relative scarcity of books covering this poignant area of Chris- 
tian life, and be grateful for this thought-provoking endeavor. (Publ. IC: 61-7228) 


Fry, John R. Westminster 
A HARD LOOK AT ADULT CHRISTIAN EDUCATION $3.50 


If you are trying to teach in a Christian setting, or have responsibility 
as Pastor of a Church or member of its religious education committee, or if you would 
just like a fresh approach to the whole field of adult educatirn, here is a book you 
dare not miss. You won't be comfortable with it, but you will discover yourself 
challenged to do some honest thinking about certain concepts which formerly seemed 
unassailable. Dr. Fry makes no bones about his stand that Adult Christian Education 
as presently conceived and practiced is neither Christian nor education. If anything 
it shields the laity from any genuine experience with the Gospel. "The opposite of 
ignorance is not knowledge, but faith", says Dr. Fry, as he accuses the average 
Parish of historical reviews of ecclesiology, souped up with semi-group dynamics, 

and with no real concern about the "future of grace" which is open to all adult 
Christians under the power of the Holy Spirit. If you want to be at ease in Zion, 
this is not your book, but if you want Zion to have any meaning for our world, you 
had better read what Dr. Fry has so ably presented. He has some positive suggestions 
to make for correcting the situation, but the strength of the book is the analysis © 
of the current impasse.

Hanson, Anthony Tyrrell Westminster 
THE PIONEER MINISTRY ; $3.95 
The Relation of Church and Ministry 


As tze Christian Church increasingly moves toward that unity which is in 
accord with God's will, the problem of a ministry adequate to serve and represent 
that Church becomes its most urgent and vexing problem. The Rev. Anthony Tyrrell 
Hanson, of the Church of Ireland (Anglican) addresses himself to this problem, that 
of establishing the Biblical and Pastoral grounds of one ministry acceptable to all. 
He carefully examines the doctrine of the ministry in the Christian Church from the 
earliest time down to today, and concludes that we cannot separate those forms of 
ministry that were instituted by Jesus from those that were not. The criterion by 
which the validity of the ministry should be judged is its success in leading the 
whole church into the churches' apostolic tasks. Since Dr. Hanson has served and 
taught in South India, where several Christian Churches have come together under a 
similar concept of the ministry, he can speak and write from experience. He has 
produced a book which is at once vital, challenging, and disturbing, - one which 
serious students of the ministry and the coming great church cannot afford to miss. 
Not many laymen will find themselves equipped to follow his detailed argument from 
the Old to the New Testament, - and on through the years of Christian Church History.

Orr, Horace E. Westminster 
CHRISTIAN ETHICS FOR PRACTICAL LIVING $3.00 


For thirty-eight years, Dr. Orr taught Christian Ethics as a required course 
at the Presbyterian Church- related Maryville College in Tennessee. At the urging of 
his former students he condensed his lectures into this book, and died before its 
final proof-reading, which was done by his student, friend and colleague, A. Thomas 
Horst. The book bears the mark of having been tested and refined by searching 
collegiate minds. It is rooted in the Bible, the current life of the Church and in 
the problems faced by you and your next door neighbor. It is a very practical book, 
and one that any inquiring Christian layman can appreciate and understand. Some of 
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Dr. Orr's insights are delightful, such as "what is right" sometimes becomes insignificant 
in the face of the question "what is important?" The large amount of space given to 
marriage and family problems reflects accurately the collegiate group for whom Dr. Orr 
originally forged this work. This is a good book for laymen, and is especially commended 
to those who at the upper high school or collegiate level are asking questions about the 
relevance between right faith and right living. (10/9) 


Singh, Surjit Westminster 
CHRISTOLOGY AND PERSONALITY $4.50 
After a sprightly interchange with Foreword writer Nels F. S. Ferre, Dr. Singh 
makes a thorough examination of Christology, first examining the subject in terms of the 
mind and setting of the early Church, and then reviewing the wide range given the subject 
by various theologians. He then examines the Biblical sources which make no attempt at 
theological definition, but do show God in action through Jesus Christ, presented sometimes 
in a human way and sometimes as divine. Dr. Singh resolves the duality of Christ's nature 
through "relationship", calling attention to Jesus-Christ as a new form of humanity in which 
by grace we can share. Unique to the book and worth its whole price is a two-chapter 
contrast of this Christology with the kind of thinking which modern Hinduism presents .to 
the world, and thus Dr. Singh is able to emphasize the unusual form of God's Revelation in 
Christ by contrast with a point of view which gives God's action all the more meaning. 
This is primarily a book for Preachers, seminary students and those interested in the 
contrast of the Christian Faith with another religion. (10/23)

the ages. Here the reader will find the form of every cross he has ever seen and many 
more, each called by name and presented with simple eloquence by an artist, Johannes Trager, 
who presents his work not only as a reference work for Christians but also as a handbook 
for artists, architects and typographers, who will find this exquisite book a thing of 
unusual beauty.
